The Utility of Eefuse Things. 


The prussiate of potash is made in lar<*e 


quantities iu Cincinnati, fiom hoofs, horns, 
and other refuse of slaughtered grunters. 


(Jow hair taken from the hides in the 


tanneries is employed for making plastering 
mortar to give it a sort of fibrous quality. 


Sawdust is daily sold in our streets for 


sprinkling the floois for markets. Itis also 
used for packing ice for shipment. 


The rags sold of worn out shirting, calico 


dresses and the wastes of cotton factories, 
are employed to make the paper upon which 
these lines are printed. 


Old ropes are converted into fine note pa- 


per, and the waste paper itself which is pick- 
ed up in the gutters of our streets is again 
converted into broad, while sheets, and thus 
does duty in revolving stages. 


The parings of skins and hides, and the 


cars of cuws, calves and sheep are care- 
fully collected and converted into Peter 
Cooper's famous glue, made out at "Old 
Bushwick." 


The finer qualities of gelatine are made 


from ivory raspings—the bones ;iud tendons 
of animals. 


Bones converted into charcoal by roast- 


ing iu retorts are afterwards employed in 
purifying the white sugar with which we 
sweeten our cofiee, <\;c. 


The ammonia obtained from the distilla- 


tion of coal iu making gas, is employed for 
saturating orchil and cudbear, in marking 
the beautiful lilac colors that aie dyed on 
silk and the fine woolen goods. 


Carbonic acid obtained in the distilla- 


tion of coal tar is employed with other acids 
to produce beautiful yellow colors on silk 
and wool.

[Indian Steps. 


Our cotcmporaiy of the 'Wriglitsvillc, 


Star gives a description of a curiosity whicl 
lie recently visited near MeUall's .Kerry, 011 
the'Sus'iuoluiima river, known as the "In- 
dian Steps." 
The curiosity consists of cer- 


tain indentations or steps cut into a pro- 
jecting rock iu the river at that point, 
•which." iradiiion sajs, were made by the 
Indians, in days of yore, for the purpose of 
iishing for and dipping up shad from the 
turbulent waters of the noble Susquchannu, 
wliiieb. at that place rus-h impetuously down 
,by the side aud base of the rock. There 
are three steps or places, cut out of the 
face of the rock, which is rounding, the 
plaees or steps being originally well shaped 
for a foot with a moccasin on it, in which 
the'Indian stood to dip up the shad with 
note made of bark, as tho iinuy sholos stem- 
med, upwardly, the swift eurreut. Mod- 
ern fishers, however, have enlarged the 
stdps, so as to admit a larger sized foot with 
a. shoe ou it, and Inn e inserted a ring in 
the rock, a short distance back from the 
steps, to which a rope is attached and tied 
round the body of the fisher to prevent his 
going overboard into the rushing waters 
beneath. It is said that forty-one yeais 
ago, ten thousand shad were dipped up 
from the rock, in one day, by one hundred 
men who took turns in handling the nets.
